Sitlington 0feek, • is the third largest stream in Pocahontas County that 
flows into the Greenbrier River . This stream was bo named by the fact that 
Robert Sitlington,was the first permanent settler on the Branch, and the eastern 
part of Pocahontas County. His home was in the site of the town of Dunmora . 

A.brief history of the name sake of Sitlington Creek as follows;- 
Tr.e father of Jacob Warwick came to Augusta County,from Williamsburg Va, during 
>.llcr.ial times between 1740 and 1750. He was a lieutenant, in the service of the 
ritieh Crown, and was employed in surveying land6 in AuguBta County,and what 
:i ui Pocahontas County; thiB Lieutenant Warwick located and occupied the 
property now embracing the village of Dunmore ,Bituated on the Sitlington Creek 
aac-rad this property for his own ubo. He married Elizabeth Dunlap , near 
-idlotrook , and ho was one of the Englioh gentry ? whose families settled in

Up the Mississippi, 
n the Ohio, up the Kanawaha, up the Gauley, up the 'VilliamB, down Stony Creek to 
•r.iian Draft . There they buried it, to wwait the return from the English speaking 
settlement east of the Endless Mountains . So far as tradition goes the men never returned 
bo far as I know to the contrary the Gold and the Silver and the precious stones 
still await a finder. However, some say it is not on Indian Draft at all, ,but Cloverlick 
Creek or Stony Creek , or Stamping Creek are the places to look. Only a year or 
two a.-o, people from the north west of the state wore here with old mapB, looking fcr 
the buried treasure. In the war between the Statee, the Eighth and Sixteenth

regiments of Tennesselnfantry camped at Edray , on Indian Draft in Augustl36l. 
sasles broke out and a number of men died . Their bonee lie there to this day. 

Fifty years ago one of the Tenneseo soldiers wrote of the Indian Draft country:

BROWNS CREEK;- Browne Creek hae ite oource in several the snail branche: 

that give rise in the Hill Country North W4et of the Knapps Creek, on the Browne- 
Mountain locally known aB the " Horse Ridge " a part of the Browne Mountain. 

Thie streum flows South-West and drains all the section between the Thorny 
Creek, and the Knapps Creek; It has an entire length of 6 miles with a tjiotal fall 
of 525 feet , with a rate of fall per mile of 87.5 feet. and £ae a drainage area 
basin of 10. square mileB 

Its principal source is in every large spring locally known as the 
Peter "c Carty Spring -which’ i6 located on a branch of the said Browns Creek 
0.7 mile north-west of Mt Tabor School, is largely a calcium and magnesium carboanate 
water issuing near the Helderberg-Bo6sardville Limestone contact , the elevation 
of the spring being approximately 2560 feet . A very large and constant flow of 
sparkling clear water pours out the year round and appears to have but very sligrt 
if any change of temperature throught the year. 

The Browns Creek joins the Knapps Creek near -Huntersville , which was
